MULCH THE Si RAwBEKRY CEO 


Winter Protection Is Important Point 
Often Overlooked and Neglected 
—Straw Is Good. 


(By M. N. EDGERTON.) 
A point in strawberry culture more 1 
often overlooked and neglected than I 
any other is that of winter protection j 
Briefly stated, the reason for mulch-t 
lug is this: Strawberry plants are In- j 
jured by the alternate freezing and \ 
thawing incident to the w inter and j 
spring months. 
Freezing expands the moisture of 
the soil. 
This slightly raises the sur­ 
face of the ground, which, in turn, 
exerts a lifting force upon the plant. 
The root system being held in a 
frozen soil, some of the finer roots 
and rootlets are broken. 
Upon the 
thawing of the soil, its surface settles 
to its original position, but not so the 
plant.

A continued repetition of this proc­

The need of the latter is urgent. 
The Reel Cross Sanitary Commission 
has supplied Hie necessary scientific 
knowledge, the surgeons and nurses 
are offering their services to go into 
the danger zone, even thougli it has 
been stated that the chances of death 
are sixty per cent greater than they 
are in the trenches, but unless the 
necessary tents and clothing are to 
be had immediately, the work of the 
commission must fail of any but nom­ 
inal result. 
It bas been suggested by the Amer­ 
icans here that the United States col 
lier Jason should be sent upon such 
an errand of mercy. 
This sanitary 
work is of importance not only to 
the whole of the belligerents but to 
all of the neutral states as well. Th**

No longer ago than 
15>12, 
Major 
Moraht points out, General von Bern- 
hardi in “Time and* Its Strategical 
and Tract leal Importance,” declared 
that “the battles of the future need 
j not be longer than those 
of 
other 
| European w ars” and 
that 
“one-day 
battles will be the rule, longer ones 
the exception.” 
Genera! von Born ha rd i’* conclusions 
were based on studies of the* Boer 
and 
Busso Japanese 
wars, 
among I 
others, and yet. within three years 
of their publication, 
Major 
Moraht 
shows, the predictions «»f the general 
have proved to be wrong 
“We certainly will not defend our­ 
selves behind walls and in trenches,” 
wrote General von 
Bernhardi, 
and 
yet “we have been doing just that 
for more than 
six 
m o n th s.” 
says 
Major Moraht. 
“To all !fiends of the 
offensive —and what soldier is not its 
friend— it surely is painful that we 
no longer can ‘believe in a war of 
movement and operation before we 
think ot one of inaction.* 
“\V e must unlearn part of what we 
had been taught, and w’e must cling 
to tin* good old theories only in case 
it shall be proven that mistaken lead­ 
ership led us to adopt the method of 
long-continued fighting in one posi­ 
tion. 
The verdict is yet to come. 
It 
is not the duty of the present to ren­ 
der it but of the future.” 
In declaring that the battle of the 
future would be only of a day’s dura­ 
tion, General von Bernhardi declared 
that the unusual physical character­ 
ist irs of the battles in 
the 
Russo- 
Japanese war. taking place in difficult 
country and around fortified places, 
made it no criterion for future con­ 
flicts. 
And yet, Major Moraht points 
out, trenches and the long drawn out 
battle have been the rule from the 
dunes of Flanders to the hills of the 
Champagne and the

Oarpathia. 
As differentiated from former wars, 
Major Moraht declares, huge losses 
have not 
necessarily led to decisive 
victories or defeats. 
Some “new' im­
